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REMARKS 



All pending claims were rejected on the grounds of double patenting and anticipation 
and/or obviousness with respect to Patent No. 6,245,227. A provisional double patenting 
rejection and/or rejection over art was entered with respect to Application SN 09/970,718. 

Attached hereto as Exhibit A is a packet of documentation with respect to the '227 patent 
which includes a petition to correct inventorship by addition of Gary Schultz, Thomas Corso, and 
Stephen Lowes as inventors. Also in this packet is an assignment from Kionix, Inc. to Advion
